To His Excellency 
JOHN J, JACOB, Governor of West Virginia: 

SIR: As required by law, the Board of Directors of the Peniten- 
tiary beg leave to submit to your Excellency, and through you to the 
Legislature, their bi-ennial report of this institution for the two years 
ending December, 1, 1876. 

The condition of the buildings, work, discipline and general man- 
agement is exhibited in the report of Wm. L. Bridges, Esq., Super- 
intendent, hereto annexed, and to which we refer your Excellency and 
invite the aitention of- the Legislature. 


. For á detailed statement of receipts and disbursements, as well ав · 


the various operations in the several departments, we respectfully 
refer your Excellency to the report of Frank W. Brown, Esq., clerk, 
hereto attached, and made part of this report. 

Special attention is also called to the gratifying result exhibited by 
the Commissary, A. J. Martin. Esq., whose report is herewith trans- 
mitted, from which it will be seen that the dietary, per capita, for the 
past six months has been but 10 95-100 cents per day. 

The sanitary condition of the Penitentiary is fully shown by the 
report of the Physician, Geo. W. Bruce, M. D., together with the 
deaths within the last two years, and to which we beg leave to invite 
specialf&ttention, particularly to that portion of his report referring 
to the necessity, ав а sanitary measure, of introducing heaters 
throughout the buildings. 

We file herewith a copy of the rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the Penitentiary, which have been adopted, and for the 
manner in which they have been enforced, we refer you to the re- 
port of the Superintendent. 

, Your special attention is also called to so much of our report of 
December 10, 1874, as relates to the necessary guard force, particu- 
larly that part referring to the enlistment of the same, and we now 
desire to renew oür recommendations then made. . 

Since our last biennial report, the north cell building has been com- 
pleted, except the cells, and as we then recommended, is now used as 
a kitchen, dining room and chapel. 

In our last biennial report we asked for $25,000 for the work shops

and "machinery, to be expended during the years 187 bands, but thers 
has been appropriated only $5,000, and with this-sum, aided by the 
prison labor and such other resources as were at-our command, de- 
rived from the earnings of the institution, we have commenced the 
erection of permanent workshops, and the removal of the old and 
temporary buildings. 


Two brick shops, ọne 215x40 feet, one story is and the other 
242x40 feet, two stories high, have been commenced and are nearly 
completed, the first being already under roof, and the second ready 
for the slate. 

Foundations for two more shops have been put in, but this work 
had to be suspended for want of funds. 

After the completion of these shops it will be necessary to intro- 
duce both power and machinery with which to utilize the labor of 
the prisoners, as we find from experience that the labor of the prison- 
ers cannot be successfully hired to contractors without furnishing 
both shop room and the necessary power and machinery. For the 
purpose ot aiding us in making our estimate of the probable cost of 
the power and machinery necessary for these buildings and for gen. 
erating steam for heating the buildings, &c., we have the estimate of 
Messrs. A. J. Sweeney & Son, showing ‘that the probable cost will be 
$11,000, which we herewith forward as a part of this report. 

We estimate for the completion of the shops now under way $4,000 
will be required. 、 

We also recommend the appropriation of $1,500 for lighting and 
and heating the Penitentiary building. 

Our estimates two years ago, for thesupport of conviets was based 
on an average of 100 prisoners, there being 99 at that time. For the 
number of ргівбпетв on which our estimates were based the appropri- 
ations made would have been sufficient, but the increase of State 
prisoners having been over 50 per cent. (there now being 157 and an 
average of 1364 for the last 12 months), it has exhausted this fund 
and left a debt at the close of the fiscal year of $2,139.36, 

On account of this large increase of State prisoners and said defi- 
ciency, we now find it necessary to ask for $12,800 per annum for 
this purpose. This estimate is made on the basis of 160 State prisoners, 
at ап average annual cost of $80 per capita for feeding and clothing, or 
a fraction under 22 cents per day per man. 

The depression in business having been so great, and having no fa- 
cilities in the way of shop room and machinery to offer contractors, 
we have heretofore been unable to contract the prison labor to any 
extent, but on a revival of business, and when wo are able to offer the 
necessary facilities, we anticipate but little trouble in making satis- 
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, factory contracts for this labor, and see no reason why, with judicious ' 


management, the institution may not then soon be made self-sustain- 
ing; but as this depends upon contingencies, the public service re- 
quires the usual appropriations be made. 

On the 18th day of March last the Directors, with the consent of 
the Board of Public Works, made а contract with the General Gov- 
ernment for the keeping of United States prisoners. Although the 
contract price (40 cents per capita per day) for their support is low, 
the Directors believe it to be advantageous, as the State has the ben- 
efit of their labor and the actual cost of their support is less than the 
contract price, and at the same time they can be cared for without 
the necessity of erecting any additional cells or the increase of the 
guard force, thereby materially aiding to reduce the cost per capila 
of supporting and guarding our own prisoners. By reference to the 
Clerk’s report it will be seen that there are now 32 United States pris- 
oners.’ 


Plans have been adopted and the work commenced for the purpose 
of furnishing the institution with water, which, we think, Will give a 
sufficient supply. 

Owing to the extremely cold weather this part of the — has 
not been completed. There still remains an unexpended balance ap- 
propriated for this purpose, which may be sufficient. 

"In accordance with the views hereinbefore expressed, we recom- 
mend the following appropriations for the year ending September 30, 
1877:

In conclusion the directors beg leave to call your Excellency's at- 
tention, and, through you, that of the Legislature, to the fact that. 
they have at times experiencéd much embarrassment in the control 
and management óf the affairs of the Penitentiary, in consequence of 
the respective powers of the directors, and some of the other officers, 
not being so specifically defined as to at all times secure that 
compliance with their orders necessary to the proper management, 
In this connection respectfully refer your Excellency, and, through 
you, the Legislature, to the report of a joint committee of the Legis- 
lature of 1873, made on the 25th of January, 1873, atter having visit- 
ed the Penitentiary and examined into this subject, and especially to 
that portion of said report referring to the appointment of officers, 
defining their duties, etc. 

The account against Thomas P. Shalleross, late Superintendent, re- 
ferred to in our report of the 9th of October, 1873, is still unsettled. 
Suit has been brought against him in the Circuit Court of Ohio county 
and referred by the court to a commissioner. It is hoped judgment 
will be obtained at the next term of the court.

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RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


h 
Rules to Govern Convicts. 


Rule 1. The first duty of the convict is obedience, and it will be to 
his interest to obey all the rules and regulations. | 

Rule 2. They аге to labor faithfully and diligently, to obey all or- 
ders promptly that are given them by any of the officers, guards, or 
others in whose charge they are placed by the Superintendent or his 
assistant, and to observe unbroken silence, except in asking informa- 
tion in regard to their work. 

Rule 3. They must not leave their place of labor on any. occasion 
during work hours, without permission from the foreman, or from 
those having charge of them. 

Rule 4. They shall not, upon any pretence, without leave, вроаЕ to 
any person who-does not belong to the institution, give to оғ receive 
from them anything whatever, without permission from the Superin- 
tendent or his assistant. 

Rule 5. They are not to suffer their attention to be taken from 
their workin looking at visitors or to gaze at them when unem- 
ployed. - 

Rule 6. They are not to wilfully or carelessly injure their work, 
tools, wearing apparel, bedding, or any other thing belonging to or 
about thg prison, nor are they to execute their work badly, when 
they have the ability to do it well. 

Rule 7. Each prisoner shall, as far as practicable, occupy the same 
cell every night. Ав they enter their respective cells, each prisoner, 
after setting down his night bucket, must draw the door of his cell 
until it is closed, and in that position stand holding the door until the 
bar is drawn. a 

Rule 8. All convicts are positively prohibited from applying to the 
officers for anything during .work hours, and all applications for 
clothing, shoes, &c., must be made on Saturday evening, after work 
hours. | 

Rule 9. When а convict approaches an officer, Бе must do so та 
respectful manner, always touching his ‘сар or forehead before 
speaking. He must be prompt in taking his place in line, march in 
such manner ав may be designated by the Superintendent, and at-

Rule 10. АП convicts are required.to attend. religious service on 
Sunday, unless sick and excused by the Superintendent or his assist- 
aint. Іп chapel silence “must be observed. No reading will be 
allowed, and strict attention must be given to the service. 

Rute 11. АП conversation whatever between convicts, or between 
convicts and guards, is positively prohibited after they enter their 


cell, except in case of sickness, when ше a will са the guard ` 


and make known his wants. 

Rule 12. Profanity and obscene songs or: language cannot be tol- 
erated under any circumstances whatever. 

Rule 13. At the first ringing of the bell at night all noise of what- 
ever kind must cease, and at the second ringing of the bell each pris- 
тег will put out his light, undress himself and retire immediately to 
bed, and observe profound silence until the ringing of the morning 
bell, when each prisoner wil immediately get up, dress and prepare 
to match out in the manner designated by rule 9th. . . 

, Rule 14. Any prisoner, without permission . of the Superintendent 
or his asistant, who may be found loafing in any part of the Peniten- 
diary when able to work will be deemed guilty of serious misconduct, 
and will be reported and severely punished. The guards must keep 
the prisoners at work during the full working hours of the day, unless 
they have been excused by the Physician or the Superintendent. 

Rule 15. All persons are positively prohibited from playing at games 
of any kind. 

Rule 16. Prisoners may, by permission of the Superintendent or 
officer in charge, see а friends in the office in the presence of said 
officers. ， 

Rule 17. If a prisoner becomes sick, or from апу, cause feele una- 
ble to work, ho shall report himself to the: officer. or guard in whose 
charge he may be and act as said officer or guard may direct. 

Rule 18. Every prisoner shall have permission to write once in four 
weeks, In case of special letters permission must be obtained from 
the Superintendent or his assistant. All letters written or received 
must first be examined at the office, under the direction of the Super- 
intendent, before being sent or delivered, The permission to write or 
to receive visits trom friends is dependent upon 2 general good conduct 
and obedienceto the rules. Visits from friends will not heallowed often- 


_ er than once in eight weeks, unless by special eee of the Su- 
„ perintendent or his assistant. | 


Rule 19. Prisoners will not be allowed 40 retain í in: their possession 
any money or other valuables, and if such be found in "their роввев- 
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sion, it will be appropriated by the Superintendent and officerg to the 
fund set apart for the purpose of procuring alibrary for the prisoners. 

Rule 20. When а convict is guilty of any violation of good order, 
the rules of the Penitentiary, or the orders of the Superintendent, he 
shall not only forfeit all the good time ho has made for the reduction 
of his sentence, but also all the money that may be due him for over- 
work, and will be subject to such punishment as the Superintendent. 
may, within the pale of the statute, see proper to inflict. Overwork 
must be merited by general good conduct as well as industry. 

Rule 21. Prisoners shall have at all times the liberty of speaking 
to the Directors when present at the prison. 


Rules to Govern Guards. i 


Guards shall be the agents of the Superintendent in enforcing the 
police and discipline of the prison, und carrying into effect laws for 
the government thereof. 

Rule 1. It shall be the duty of the Guards to ТЕТІ at the prison 
&t the opening thereof, and not to absent themselves therefrom on any 
pretext or excuse during prison hours, except by permission of the 
Superintendent or his assistant. 

Rule2. While within the prison, the Guards shall refrain from 
singing. whistling, scuffling, immoderate laughter, boisterous conver- 
sations, exciting discussions upon politics, religion, or other subjecta 
provoking witticisms or sarcasms, and all other acts calculated to dis- 
turb the harmony and good order of the prison. 

Rule3. In their intercourse among themselves, the Officers and 
Guards of the prison are at all times to treat each other with that 
mutual respect and kindness that becomes gentlemen and friends, 
and are strictly forbidden to treat each other with disrespect, or to 

use ungentlemanly epithets towards each other. 

Rule 4. They shall not, while on duty, hold conversation with 
each other, except such as may necessary in the discharge of their 
duties, nor engage in reading, writing, (other than making necessary 
exitries,) or in any other employmentcalculated to interfere with con- 
stant watchfulness and vigilance. 

` Rule 5. They shall not, under any circumstances, allow a prisoner 
to speak to them on any subject not immediately connected with thelr 
duty, employment or wants. 

Rule 6. They shall keep the prisoners under their charge dili- 
gently at work, at the several occupations at which they are employed, 
and shall not permit them to hold any conversation with each other, 
or with any person whatever, except those allowed by the rules. 
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Rule 7. Тһеу shall require the greatest possible cleanliness in the 
prisoners; their persons and clothing, and in their working and 
sleeping apartments. 

Rule 8. They shall instruct them in all the rules of the prison nec- 
essary for their government, and admonish them on the least appear- 
ance of insubordination. 

Rule 9. They shall not punish a prisoner, or strike him with a 
cane or stick, or with the fist or feet, or any weapon unless it be in 
self defence, or to quell an insurrection ; nor shall they use any pro- 
fane-or indecorous language to them or in their presence, but shall, 
uniformly, treat them іп a kind and humane manner. 

Rule 10. The first and most important duty of a guard at all times, 
is to maintain the safe custody of the prisoners, and to that end the 
rules of the institution require, and the laws of the State justify the 
shooting of prisoners, or any person who may be acting in undoubt- 
ed opposition to the same ; except іп extreme cases, offenders should 
be once distinctly warned of the consequences before shooting is re- 
sorted to. ‚= $ 

Rule 11. Guards must keep their arms and accoutrements clean, 
and in perfect order, constantly ready for use, and neither cut, mark 
nor deface them іп any manner. They will be charged to them, and 
they will be required to pay for the wilful or careless loss, damage or 
destruction of the same. 

Rule 12. The officer of the guard is held strictly accountable 


апа everything pertaining to their several duties. А willing and 
cheerful obedience to him is expected in whatever he may direct. 

Rule 13. They shall not allow the prisoners to leave their work 
without permission, nor speak to nor gaze at visitors. 

Rule 14. They shall not receive from, nor deliver to a prisoner, 
апу article or thing whatever, without the knowledge and consent. 
of the Superintendent or hís assistant. 

Rule 15. Тһеу shall keep а memorandum book; and carefully note 
down the behavior and industry of each prisoner that comes under 
his observation, and report the same to the Superintendent every 

Saturday evening. It shall be the duty of the Lieutenant to copy each 
P ‘лага’: report into a book to be furnished for that purpose, and to 
re port the same immediately to the Superintendent, 


General Rules and Regulations. 


Rule 1. No ardent spirits, wines, beer or ale, are upon any occa- ` 
sion, to be used by any officer, guard, foreman or employee, in or 
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about the prison ; neither are they to suffer any other person to bring 
the same within the prison walls, except for the hospital, to be used 
for medicine under the direction of the Physician or Superintendent. 

Rule 2. Any guard who shall sleep while at his post, or while in 
charge of any other duty, or. who shall neglect the same, or behave 
improperly, shall be discharged from the institution. 

Rule3. The Guards must yield that ready obedience to their supe- 
rior officers, so necessary to secure the beneficial results of effective 
co-operation and good government. 

Rule $. They shall not allow any person not connected with the 
institution, to go into the prison without permission from the Super- 
intendent or the officer in charge. 

Rule 5. Хо person will be allowed to be present in the washing 
room while the prisoners are being washed and changing clothing, 
except officers and guards of the institution. ° 

Rule6. АП Еогешеп are required to be promptly at their shops 
atleast ten minutes before the hour fixed for the prisoners to commence 
work, and will be required to remain there during the full working 

ours, and make a thorough examination of their premises personally 
alter the prisoners have left at noon and night. 

Rule 7. All officers, guards and employees, are prohibited from 
discussing within the limits of the prison, the manner in which any 
officer, guard or employee performs his duty, and from making any 
remarks which might tend to reflect upon the character or manage- 


ment of such officer, guard or employee. They are also prohibited ` 


from discussing, in the presence of prisoners, matters relating to the 
discipline or management of this or other similar institutions. This 
rule will be rigidly enforced. 

Rule 8. The subordinate officers and guards of the institution, 
knowing of any violation of the rules or regulations of the same, are 
required to report the same promptly to the Superintendent, and on 
failing to do 80, shall at once be discharged. Р 

Rule 9. АП books, magazines, &c., belonging to the State or the 
prisoners, will be placed in the library under the control of the libra- 
rian. 'Phey will be issued by him as required, and he will make care- 
ful examinations of them when returned, to prevent mutilating or dé- 
facing them. АП private books will be returned to the prisoner on 
his discharge. 


4 Rules for Visitors. 


Rule 1. All persons not connected with the institution, except 
contractors, their foremen and agents, and such other persons as are

authorized by law to visit the prison, are regarded as visitore, and 
are subject to the same rüles. 

Rule 2. Visitors wil not be permitted to enter the prison unless 
accompanied by an officer or guard of the Penitentiary, and when 
within the prison, will be under the surveilance of the officer or guard 
accompanying them. _ , 

Rule 3. Visitors will have no intercourse whatever with the pris- 
onérs, and when passing through the prison will conduct themselves 
in a quiet and orderly manner. Loud talking, laughing and personal , 
allusion to convicts by remarks, pointing or otherwise, being posi- 
tively prohibited, 

Rule 4. Visitors must enter and depart through the office. 

Rule 5. Visitors will be admitted on бөк days, between the hours 
of 9 and 11 o'clock A. M., and 2 and 5 o'clock, P. M., боб по visitors 
wil be admitted ош Sunday, except by special permission of the Su- 
perintendent. 

Rule 6. It shall be the duty of any officer or guard c of the Peniten- 
tiary, when persons are found within the prison yard contrary to or 
in violation of any of the above rules, to see that they are at onoe 
stopped and leave the prison grounds.

DEAR SIR: To meet the requirements for amounts of steam and 
steam power at the West Virginia Penitentiary, we would recom- 
mend as follows, and for the reasons herewith given: 

lst. Boiler capacity. —Four (4) boilers, each 42 inches diameter x 
26 feet long, with wrought iron heads and two flues each, 15 inches 
in diameter, shells of C. Н. 1 iron 5-16 inch in thickness and fines 
¥ inch thickness, including steam drums, stand pipes, fire fronts, grate 
bars and all necessary appurtenances. These said boilers to be set in 
batteries of two (2) each, and so connected that the four boilers may 
be operated together, or one of the batteries of two boilers, indepen- 
dent of the other battery of two boilers as occasion may require; the 
purpose being to afford ample steam capacity for supplying engines, 
heating apparatus, &е.; whenall are used as in winter, and a smaller 
amount for summer ‘uses, without the expense of running and ope- 
rating the whole boiler power. 

24. The engines should be two (2) steam clyinders ; each 14 ішеһен 
diameter and two feet stroke, with double slide valves and connected 


. to one engine shaft at right angles, the engines set on solid cast iron 


box bed plates firmly connected the one to the other. А band fly 
wheel of suitable weight and size, necessary valves, proper steam 
pipe connection, each furnished with governor, &е., complete with 
wrought iron shaft and. balance cranks and constructed іп the 
best manner for economy, durability and practical results. Our rea- 
sons for naming two engines in place of one, аге: In the driving 
ef wood-working and other fast running machinery, steadiness of 
motion is a very important consideration, and with two (2) engines, 
connected as above named, this is more -readily and certainly acquir- 
ed. The two engines aggregate 190 of nominal and 120 of actual 
horse power, and produce more advantageous results in expansion of 
steam economy, in use of fuel, have less wear and friction of working 
parts and a less first cost of construction than one engine of equal 
power. | 

3. An independent steam pump ог “ doctor," for supplying either 
or both batteries of boilers with water, using a filtering heater. 

4. For the above machinery, which is intended to include engine, 
boilers, fire-front, &c., 4с., set up in place, all complete, excepting 
brick-work and foundations, not less than eleven thousand dollars 
($11,000) would be каша. 
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9. In the matter of the transmission of power from building 1 to 2, 
the construction of the buildings appear to preclude the use of wire 
rope, from the fact that a sufficiently large driven wheel er pully can- 
not be applied in 2, because, to avoid cutting the girder off it would 
place the shaft too low. If the wire rope cannot be used, we would 
suggest the employment of bevel gears, mortice wheels, with wooden 
teeth—operating a shaft transmitting the power between the build- 
ings-—they are durable ‘and noiseless.

GENTLEMEN :— As réquired by law, I beg to submit for your consid- 
eration, my report of thé working of this institution for the two 
years ending ás above: 

The Legislature of the State, at its last session, (Febtuáry and De- 
-cember, 1875,) appropriated for construction of buildings, that is the 
north cell building, wall, and work shops, $6,000 for the two former,and 
$5,000 for the latter. With these sums of money, and with the aid of 
a single foreman for the cell building and wall, we have dressed the 
stone and placed them in position on the walls by prison labor solely, 
апа Í should be pleased to have the work scrutinized by the most 
skillful mechanics. In the work shops—one completed and the oth- 
er ready for the roof—owing to the latenéss of the season in which 
they were commenced, citizen labor had to be employed in order to 
# complete them before cold weather, otherwise, I think we would have 
been able, with the aid of a foreman, to have erected them also. “A 
vast amount of labor has been performed in the past two years with 
very little outlay of money, save the necessary subsisting and cloth- 
ing of the prisoners. The entire prison yard—between five and six 
‚ acres—has been graded from three to four feet and the dirt hauled 
away. In addition to this, a large amount of grading has been done 
in front of the prison. 

“Ав will be seen by the detailed statements, of earnings, presented by 
the clerk, the profits to the institution, as shown by the books, for the 
past two years amounts to $18,036.14. "This represents the receipts 
for products sold and labor performed for citizens, but does not em- 
brace an estimate of the value of the large amount of work perform- 
ed for the State by prisoners. Of this work, I have had a careful ac- 
count kept, and beg you to now receive the result -

This exhibit explains the somewhat .inconsistent elaim that our 
institution is nearly self-supporting, at the same time we are called 
upon to ask appropriations for support from the State. The work on 
which these prisoners have been engaged at for the State is not of an 
evanescent, character, but is intended to endure. The buildings are 
all of the most substantial kind, and in point of finish and workman- 
ship, will compare favorably with any public buildings in the country, 
when they are all completed and workshops put in order. And 
if the legislation asked for, hereinafter, be granted, the entire popula- 
tion can be made available. ` | 

Іп бес. 25, Chap. 164 of the Code, is the following paragraph : “ All 
“ convicts sentenced to the penitentiary for a term of two years or 
“ more, and not for life, who may faithfully comply with all the rules 
“ and regulations of the penitentiary during the whole of his or her 
4 confinement, shall be entitled to a diminution of time ‘from such 
“ sentence, of five days per month of confinement; and for the pur- 
& pose of ascertaining such facts, it shall be the duty of the superin- 
* tendent to keep a record of all infractions of such rules.” 

In the proper discipline of a prison it is песоввагу that unquestioned 
obedience to every rule and regulation made for its governance be 
observed by the prisoners. Oftentimes these rules are violated from 
thoughtlessness, carelessness or neglect, and not through a spirit of 
disobedience. But the law being imperative, I have felt it to be my 
duty to take the “ good time " of a number of convicts, whose names 


and offences you will find below, for repeated violations—in many 
instances—of minor rules:

Notwithstanding this long list of forfeitures, I am satisfied frem 
personal observation at several penitentiaries, notably those at Col- 
umbus, Ohio, at Alleghany city, Pennsylvania, and at Washington : 
city, that the general discipline at this institution is superior to that E. 
at the places named. It has been my care to supply all who could 
not read when reaching here, primary books of instruction, and have : 
4 
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those who are better informed instruct those who could neither read 
nor write. A large proportion of the prison population are of this: 
class. ignorant in the extreme, but it is surprising with what rapidi- 
ty they acquire а rudimentary knowledge of reading and writing 
I could give some few examples of prisoners coming here without 
even knowing the alphabet who ean now not only read with fluency, 
but can write a beautiful hand. 

There has been a marked expression of religious feeling manifested 
іп the past year by the prisoners, and seventy-one have united with 
the chureh under the administration of the resident clergy. 

I am glad to be able to say that in the two years just closed there 
has been but one successful escape, and that one would not hüve 
әсептгей had my orders been obeyed. I was absent from home at the 
time, disposing òf wagons, ete., but before starting I left strict orders 
that the men working in the new cell building should under no con- 
sideration be left without a guard, but I was disobeyed, with the re- 
sult ав named, It may not be out of place to name in this connection 
that the office of captain of guard was discontinued on the first of 
July last, and I find that the work of the institution progresses very 
well without such supervision. We have now a total guard force of 18 
men, with 189 prisoners, а less number of guards оп average than 
when there were but 100 prisoners. 

I have now to call your attention to a matter that, in my opinion, 
requires your seriousconsideration. It is the fact that with the oper- 
ations of next summer will end all of the improvements of the prison 
at which can be employed unskilled labor, and some provision must 
be made by which the labor of this class of convicts can be utilized. 

Of the 167 prisoners received in the last two years— 

17 were sentenced for one year. 

6 were sentenced for eighteen months. 

98 were sentenced for two years. 

8 were sentenced for three years. 
6 were sentenced for four years. 
14 were sentenced for five years. 
1 was sentenced for six years. 
5 were sentenced for seven years. 
3 wore sentenced for eight years. 
3 were sentenced for-ten years: | : 
1 was senteneéd for twelve years. 
1 was sentenced for fourteen years. 
4 were sentenced for life. 

It will thus be seen that 5-7 of all the vonvictions for the time 

hamed were for two years and under, and after deducting the com- 
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mutation allowed by law for good béhevior, two year sentences are 


reduced to twenty-oné months. 

This class of prisoners, almost exclusively are taken from the agri- 
ficültural regions, convicted of petty crimes, theft predominating, and 
aré ignorant of éverything ás applied to mechanical labor. 

The time they ате required to sérve i8 too short to enable us to eds 
ucate them tó а trade, There has been no difficulty in the past in 
providing work for these men in the necessary improving of the pris- 
on grounds, but as before said, that work is now about finished, and 
under existing laws, or rather the lack of legislation on the subject, 
thé only altérnative that presenta itself is to keep them in their cells 
or permit them to run at large in the prison yard, and thus destroy 
all semblance of diseipline. Ор the other hand, if legislation could 
be had whereby we could lease these short-time men to contractors 
to be worked outside the prison walls, and no limit plaeed оп the du: 
ration of such lease, ás is now the case,-—the Board of Directors being 
empowered to lease only during their term of office,—industries such 
as brick-making, would absorb much of our surplus labor. - Contraet- 
ors having to haul their material and product to and from (һо river, 
complain that their profits are absorbed in this way, and it is the case, 
If I had had the power, I could have leased a number of hands to be 
worked near the depot, for a series of years in the manufacture of 
brick. My recommendation isthat the attention of the Legislature, 
at its next session, be called to this subject, and that proper legisla- 
tion be had to meet the difficulty, and in this corinection I would sug- 
gest that the Legislature be petitioned to revise the present Peniten- 
tiary law, and in the revision to clearly define the duties of all the offi- 
сегв. There is one other matter I wish to speak of in connection with 


Xhe prisoners, and that is the large number—comparatively—-of lame, 


blind, sick and infirm prisoners that have been sent here in the past 
year. There are no less than twelve of such incurables now here. I 
do not know what to suggest in this connection by way of remedy, 
I suppose thefe is none, but I think it is clearly outside of the intent 
of the law that this Penitentiary should be turned into an eleemosy- 
nary institution for the care of the cripples of the'State generally. 

It is a question with me sometimes Nheshor the Penitentiary is 
not regarded in some sections of the State as a receptacle for the pov- 
erty stricken, incurables in their midst, lf such is the case, I would 
be glad to undeceive them in this or some other way. 

For a detailed statement of the finances, including appropriations, 
of the institution, I beg to refer you to the able report of F. W. 
Brown, Esq., our efficient clerk, —andfor the working of the commis- 
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sary, to the report of A. J. Martin, Esq.,—and for the sanitary and 
mortuary condition, to the report of our worthy doctor, Geo. W. 
Bruce. 

In the past six months the Wardén’s house and cell buildings have 
been furnished throughout with gas pipe, and it will be necessary 
that an appropriation be had by which to erect suitable works 
for the generation of gas. The shops also being completed and about 
ready for occupancy, it will be necessary that we have an engine of suf- 
ficient strength and capacity to operate the machinery they will con- 
tain, and І am of the opinion that it will be a matter of great econo- 
my if instead of heating these shops, Warden’s house and cell build- 
ings by means of stoves, that steam heaters should be introduced. 
Aside from the economy, the security from “danger by fire would be 
80 much greater, as to leave no comparison between the two modes of 
heating, and I recommend that an appropriation be asked therefor. 

In concluding, permit me say, that it is always observable with me 
that cach day brings something new in prison management, and that 
the greatest care and attention is required to be exercised by the super- 


-tendent of a penitentiary. Не is suppósed by the world at large, to 


have under his control none but the dregs of suciety—those who are 
irreclaimable. I beg you to believe that such is not the case. There 
are few men living, I care not what crimes they have committed, who 
are not amenable to the laws of kindness dealt by the hand of duty. 

It is necessary at times to punish men, but not to degrade them. 
It is a rare thing, for me to have punish severely. The greatest pun- 
ishments inflicted are those consisting of depriving the wrong doer of 
petty privileges, I feel that I can congratulate myself on the present 
condition of thePenitentiary of West Virginia. The more so, as it 
has been a work of progression, commencing with almost chaos.

lowing financial and other statements for the two years ending No- 
vember 30th, 1876, ' 

These statements show that the profits arising from all sources for 
the time named was $18,036.41, and the ordinary expenses $65,174.- 
72, leaving a deficiency of $47,138.58 or $23,569.29 per annum. 

The total cost of supporting the prisoners was $23,094.51 or $11,- 
547.25 per annum ; with an average of 139 prisoners and a per capita 
of $24.52 cents per day. 2 

The gains in the shoe, wagon апа cigar departments are shown 
under their respective statements, and the appropriations, have all 
been exhausted, except that for water works, which shows a balance 
undrawn of $3,000; whilst those for “payment of guards" and “offi- 
cers salaries” have been ,overdrawn to the amounts necessary for 
each purpose since the close of the fiscal year, September 30, 1876. 

You will also find under its appropriate heading, a statement of 
the number of prisoners on the 1st of December, 1874, the number 
received, discharged, pardons, died, escaped and the number remain- 
ing prison. 

Having heretofore reported to you in detail, semi-annually to lstof 


June, 1876. I have annexed to this report only so much as has not ` 


been reported in that way, being for the six months ending Novem- 
ber 30th, 1876, with cash accounts of the Superintendent and myself 
for the same period of time.

Lo the President and Directors of the West Virginia Penitentiary: 

I have the honor herewith to submit for your consideration, my 
report for the six months ending Nov. 30, 1876, showing the trans- 
actions of the Commissary Department of the Institution during that 
time 

The average number of prisoners confined here and for еч рго- 
vision has been made within the period embraced, was 175 7-36 
daily ;—the total cost of diet $3,490 99, giving a daily average per 
capita 10.95 cents, а reduction since my last report of 85-100 cents. 
This reduction has not been. secured at the expense of the 
convicts by stinting them in food, but by the practice of proper 
economy in husbanding the resources at my disposal My ob- 
ject has been to furnish the prisonors with good wholesome diet in 
a sufficient quantity, (and how far that object has been attained, their 
general health and appearance will indicate); and at the same time to 
avoid any waste or useless consumption of material.
